Robing the Price*. 


A correspondent of the Chicago 


Tribune writes as follows from Phil- 
adelphia: 
I have taken the pains 


to Tisit more than fifty boarding- 
hotues and hotels within ten blocks 
of the Press office, in order to get 
actual figures. I am talking now of 
snob boarding-bouses as the editors 
of the Press would choose, and not 
of those "three minutes walk from 
this office," probably located on 
Spruce. Pine, or South, belowlhird. 


The result of my search is, that, 


in such boarding-houses as I men- 
tion, and who advertise this v.ay: 
"Nicely furnished rooms, heat, gas, 
and bath, at moderate rates,," not a 
room can be had after May 1st, for 
less than $12 to £15 per week. If 
you want a room note, the owner 
makes the condition that, after that 
date, you will submit to the "raise" 
or vacate. Yon can get them for the 
present for 85 per week. 


People who room here can get 


tAble-board for 85, $6 and 810 per 
week. 


At four of the second-hand hotels, 


new paper has been put on the walls, 
a brass knocker on the door, an Eng- 
lish porter engaged, and

How to Got Into tho Oomtonnlal 


Exhibition. 


The managers of the Centennial 


Exhibition have agreed that the 
price of admission to the show shall 
be fifty cents, and that a half a dol- 
lar is to be paid with a fifty cent 
note, nothing else. Ten cent notes 
trill not secure your admission, any 
more than will a dollar note admit 
two or a two dollar note four. 


One of the first objections urged 


against this was, that it would create 
& corner in fifty cent notes, but this 
ia to be obviated by the fact that 
there will be thirteen branches of 
the Centennial National Bank, one 
At each entrance, where your loose 
change will be converted into fifty 
cent notes. 


Persons entering will be obliged 


to go in single file, the adults through 
one gate, children another. As each 
one enters, their entrance is regis- 
tered by a turn stile they pass. There 
•will be receivers at the turn stile 
who will decide whether the notes 
tendered for admission are good or 
bod, and then drop them into a box. 
As each note goes into the box it 
will register itself, and at night it is 
expected that tbe stile and note bos 
registers will agree; if not the re- 
ceiver will be denounced as crooked. 
There will also be at entrance for 
those who have complimentary tick- 
ets, and employees. 


This singular mode of paying for 


admission has created considerable 
comment, but the plan has been tried 
in other countries, at worlds fairs, 
and ia said to have succeeded ad- 
mirably. There will be no trouble 
•boat fifty cent notes, as there will 
be plenty of them. The admission 
paid at the gate will entitle a person 
to visit all the buildings without ad 
ditional cost.—Exchange.

ordinance ordering the work. 


Mi. Ford said it was not his pur- 


pose to involve the Engineer in any 
expense, but he should not vote for 
the ordiance unless time was givenfor 
reflection and for the people more 
directly interested to be heard from. 


Mr Sohst said he feared it might 


be considered a little out of place 
for him to urge the passage of this 
ordinance, as he had taken such an 
active part in the bridge movement 
pror to his election, but neverthe- 
less he considered it? his duty to do 
so.

LOCAL FISH LAW. 


A Special Act far the Protection 


of Fi»h in San Antonio Creek. 


The law under which Captain 


Band this morning arrested a num- 
ber of Chinamen for fishing mth 
seines in San Antonio Creek is a 
special Act passed by the last Legis- 
lature and approved by the Gov- 
ernor on the 20th of March 
The 


law reads as follows: 


SECTION 1 It shall not be lawful 


for any person to catch fish in the 
waters of the San Antonio Creek, in 
the county of Alameda, by the use 
of semes, nets, or weirs 


SEC. 2 Any person violating the 


provisions of this Act shall be sub- 
ject to a penalty of not less than fifty 
nor moie than one hundred dollars 
for each offense, or imprisonment in 
the county jail of the county of Ala 
meda for a term of not less than 
thirty nor more than sixty days, 
which penalty may be enforced by 
any Police Judge "or Justice of the 
Peace of said county. 


SEC 3 This Act shall take .effect 


and be in force from and after its 
passage 


Under this Act the Chinamen ar- 


rested this morning were tried be- 
fore Judge Jayne and convicted, and 
will be sentenced to-morrow.
